'Eaton, the best known capitalist 
! friend of Nikita Khrushchev, has 
an office on the 36th floor of the 
Terminal Tower. The view is sym ­ 
bolic. 
Two windows look out over the 
Flats, 
the 
industrial 
heart 
of 
Cleveland, where the dirty brown 
Cuyahoga River winds its way in­ 
to Lake Erie through a maze of 
busy mills, factories and power 
plants. 
There's the spot where Eaton’s 
idol and mentor, John D. Rocke­ 
feller, founded Standard Oil; there 
is Republic Steel, the corporate 
giant pieced 
together by Eaton 
and lost during the depression. 
Chesapeake & Ohio freight cars 
roll by and ore boats of the Cleve- 
land-Cliffs Iron Co., carrying ore 
from the Steep Rock Lakq, Ont., 
mines, 
nose 
in 
from 
the 
lake 
through a gap in the breakwater. 
Each is a living fragm ent 
Eaton’s industrial empire. 
“It's terrifying to think that one 
bomb could wipe out all this,” 
tells a visitor. “ I don’t want 
see all this destroyed.” 
Eaton, a sprightly 76 with a half 
century of rugged capitalistic 
fighting behind him, has his own 
suggestions on how to avoid such 
a calam ity. 
Many of his views are unpopu 
lar 
and 
controversial. 
He 
lieves: 
-T he Soviet Union wants 
end the cold w ar. When Khrush 
chev says he would “rather spend 
money on better homes, schools 
and industry than arm am ents, 
believe him ." 
“ Powerful 
influences” 
the United States, particularly the 
Pentagon and the Atomic Energy 
Commission, m ust shoulder much 
of the responsibility for the cold 
war. 
Private enterprise is vastly 
preferable to communism for the 
United States but “we can’t de 
stroy comm unism; 
if s here 
stay,” so le t’s learn to live with 
it. 
His ideas — and his outspoken 
exposition of them —have brought 
him such diverse rew ards as 
Lenin Peace Prize from the So­ 
viet governm ent and a subpoena 
from the U.S. House Un-Amen 
can Activities Committee. 
Eaton, a hard-headed business 
man with a M idas touch, doesn 
think of himself as a starry ideal 
ist. With him, peace and co-ex 
istence are simply m atters of cold 
logic. His frequent speeches and 
interviews are salted with such 
phrases as: 
“One thing you can say about 
capitalists is that they want to 
make a profit. There is not much 
to gain if the United States spends 
50 billion dollars a year on an n a 
ments which ultim ately will only 
blow us all up. 
Mass destruction is in discord­ 
ance with the ethical sense of the 
world, and to incite and promote 
the destruction of all our sky­ 
scrapers 
and 
magnificent indus­ 
trial 
enterprises 
doesn’t 
make 
sense. 
“In a world where you have to 
eat three times a day. an applica 
lion to m aterial things is m an­ 
kind's first job and destiny. After 
all, w hat the 
world pays most 
attention to is success. It may be 
a hard thing to say, but if s one 
of the cold facts of life.” 
Eaton’s 
fears—the 
word 
"te r­ 
rifying” pops up frequently in his 
conversation—and his preoccupa­ 
tion with nuclear destruction, date 
from July. 1957, when he played 
host to a conference of nuclear 
scientists, 
some

Communist lands, at his ancestral 
home in Pugwash, N.S. 
The 
scientists’ 
“ unquestioned 
conclusion” that unrestricted nu­ 
clear w arfare would destroy man 
kind chilled Eaton.

center’s

A special award was conferred

You can see the fruits of imagination in almost every detail of the design and plan of the at­ 
tractive new home of Dr. and Mrs. Thomas L. Wilson, built on a secluded knoll among tall Elm and 
Maple trees, situated about two miles W est of Jacksonville, a short distance North of Route No. 104, 
The affinity of the house for its surroundings is emphasized by its exterior of white beveled horizontal 


siding combined with Native Cut Stont. 


The inviting entrance, outlined by decorative stone planters, is graced by a distinctive door with 
raised Shado-mould panels of turquoise, enhanced by an ornamental brass escutcheon. The doorway 
is flanked by brass lamps. As you enter, there is a vestibule featuring guest closets on either side. The 


floor is Ivory Tessera Vinyl Corlon. 


Straight ahead the living room opens invitingly, your first impression is that of true hospitality. 
The spacious room (thirty-seven feet in length) features an awning type window at either end, and two 
triple-section view windows on the front. A Cherry paneled wall contains a floor-to-ceiling stone fire­ 


place with a raised hearth. The other walls ore of a Sandalwood shade, the ceiling is Shasta W hite. 
Rose-Beige wall to wall carpeting and window valances of the Sandalwood shade complement the decor. 
The end section of the living room is used for formal dining. A Butternut finish has been used for the 
woodwork throughout the house.

The interior has been nicely divided to place the sleeping quarters in o quieter area to the rear 
of the house. A Pine paneled hall provides traffic circulation for this wing. A Cedar lined closet in­ 
corporated in a side wall, and a deep closet at the end of the hall solves storage problems. The ceil­ 
ing is of acoustic tile, the floor is Ivory Vinyl. A door to the left of this hall gives access to the ex­ 
tremely large bathroom, which includes a floor-to-ceiling linen closet with sliding doors, a stall shower 
with translucent doors, and a long built-in vanity with twin basins affording double convenience. 
In­ 
dividual, miniature compartments with sliding doors ore incorporated in the wall just above the vanity. 
The vanity is surmounted by a full-width mirror. The Ceramic Tile walls are Nile Green, the vanity 
top is a marbleized pattern of Green and W hite.

Outlook Letter 


CATTLE PRICE 
OUTLOOK BETTER 


The outlook for cattle prices 
seems to be improving, especially 
in the cora belt. This conclusion 


I is drawn mainly from a study of 


J the important quarterly report of 
cattle (including calves) on feed 
July I, which was recently released 
in Washington. 
As of July I, farmers in 21 re­ 
porting states were feeding 5,376,- 
000 head of cattle, only 4 per cent 
more than the year before. Most 
of this increase was in California 
and other western states. Farmers 


in 
13 north-central 
(corn-belt) 
states were feeding 3,719,000 cattle, 
only I per cent more (this percent­ 
age is not exact). Cattlemen in 8 
western states were feeding 1,657,- 
000 head, or ll per cent more. 
Slightly More Heifer* 
The increase in cattle on feed 
WEIS about equally divided between 
steers and heifers, but the propor­ 
tion of heifers to steers has in­ 
creased. Heifers made up 29 per 
cent of the total this year com­ 
pared with 28 per cent the year 
before. Steers made up 70 per cent 
this year and 71 per cent a year 
ago. Cows and other “critters” ac­ 
counted for I per cent in both 
year s. 
Most of the increase in steer 
numbers was in the 500- to 700- 
pound range. This year 15 per cent 
were in this weight group compar­ 
ed with 12 per cent last year. The 
700- to 900-pound group included 
39 per cent of all steers this year 
and 41 per cent last year. Propor­ 
tions of steers in other weight 
groups were unchanged. About 3 
per 
cent 
weighed 
under 
500 
pounds; 32 pier cent, 900 to 1,100 
pounds: and ll per cent, over 1,100 
pounds. 
Most of the increase in heifers 
on feed was also in the 500- to 700- 
pound range. There were smaller 
increases in numbers of heifers 
weighing under 500 pounds and 
over 900 pounds. There was a mod­ 
erate 
reduction 
in 
the group 
weighing 700 to 900 pounds. Pro­ 
portions of heifers in the various 
weight ranges were: under 500 
pounds, 5 per 
cent; 
500 to 700 
pounds, 35 per 
cent; 
700 to 900 
pounds, 51 per 
cent; and 900 to 
1.100 pounds. 9 per cent. 
The government report indicated 
that farmers in 21 states would sell 
about 3,118,000 head of cattle from 
July through September. This is 
6 per cent more than last year. If 
sal es come up to expectations,, the 
number remaining for market after 
October I will be only I per cent 
larger than in 1959. 
The foregoing report on market­ 
ings applies only to cattle on feed 
July I. Some cattle put on feed 
after July I will be marketed be­ 
fore the year end. 
Off Of Gras* 
Another point to remember is 
that fed cattle provide only 60 to I 
65 per cent of our beef. The other 
35 to 40 per cent, which grades 
lower than Good, comes from cows 
and other cattle sold without ai 
feeding-fattening period. Market-
